FROM FONTENOYTO FYUNGDALES 



Michael Jampel visits Salute '86 and finds everything painted red . . 



On Saturday 12th April, the South 
Londort Warlords heJd Salute '66, 
a wargames conventron in Ken- 
sington Town HalLTheatlendaniDe 
was good for this kind of 3t>Dw at 
arouhd throe triousand. But what 
has this get ic do wth computing'' 
As has been de-monstraled m pre- 
vious articJes, there is a significant 
overlap between computing arid 
wargaming. Indeed, for the fir?t 
time thrs year, there was 3 prize for 
the best compuler enhanced war'^ 
game at the ^cw, of which more 
later. 

Mentioning the prizes leads me 
on to orfie of the main differences 
between Computer shows (where- 
ver thay may l>e) and wargame 
conventions — the Blanks. The 
stands at a computer show aie 
mostty manned by people irying 
to make money. There may l^e one 
Of two clubs, but even they are 
often selling software or attempt- 
ing to attract new (payingj mem- 
bers. M a wargames day, th^e are 
some trade stands (and those pre- 
sent al Salute were certainly doihg 
good moneyj but about half the 
actual space is takan up by waf- 
games. 

These is.\\ into t*o main types, 
demon stra-lion and participalFon. 
The Ftaynwa Lane Club, to* ejfarrv 
pie, had an eHcelient demonslra- 
lion of the Battle of Fontency in 
1745. Members ol the public could 
watch the events ot the batfle 
being playsd out betors them. The 
model soldiers {about en inch high] 
Wnre beautrfully painted and 
Charles Grant was giving a cunning 
commentary on the chsiactej'S of 
the French and British iraops as 
well as all other asp^ts ot the 

KI. WrGrani is very well read and 
lys interesting to hstan to; 
thr^iughout the day, his Stand was 
suroundedby people of alleges. 
Another intei-BSling demo was of 
an attack on an American hei^cop- 
ter base in Vletriam, The Vfet- 
names* had lunneiled under the 
perimeter -wire and were causing 
havoc. Ani-ce touch was that all ttw 
participants Iri the Qame [or- 
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ganlsfld by theWet Wickham War- 
games Club] w-ere dressed as 
American conscnpts In full 
camouflage outfit. 

TTiere are yanous scales orei^es 
ofmjniatures usedm conventional 
wargaming: Fontenoy used ttiB 
familiar ^J76xU scale (like the AiriiK 
range) but to traafe a wally mas- 
sive battle. 1/300Th scale models 
are needed. The Empire Club had 
just such a gaTi? running. Their 
table was siv feel wide by fifteeri 
long and each side in this 
Napoleonic game had five or si:^ 
playera. This helped to simulate s 
chain of command and the confu- 
sion inherent to any large battle. It 
was an impreesive sight. 

The second type o1 game la Ofw 
In which the public a:e invited to 
play. One gairie was a simple rep- 
resentation of the famous Dam- 
busters bomb'ng attack on Ger- 



man dams dunng WWII, Again, the 
organlsefs wwe dresied in 
authentic outfits to add atmos- 
phere. The otherf two participation 
gantes t want to mention ware 
computer moderated r In othher 
words, I nstoad of using a rule booh 
and lables of results, ihe data 
[such aa the distance between 
target and llrer) was entered into a 
computer. Models wfifs still used 
to help picture what was going on 
and In both cases th&se games 
were very interesting to look at. 
This type of game should r>ot be 
contused w ilti thefniaHy computer 
based games such as Theatre 

One game was mn by the 
show's hosts, the Soulh London 
Warlords. One of their memlwrs. 
Robin Hunt, has written a combat 
talcuiaior (unfortunately only 
available for the BBC and Spec- 



frurti) \& thfl Spanish crwil war of 
1936. TJre buildings and other 
models were very Impressn/e and 
the public seemed to get very 
involved wrth Ihe fighi between the 
^atlonall^1s and the Republicans, 

Mr Hunt IS certainly one of the lead- 
era In compute* assisted wargam- 
ing . This stand deserved to Wtn the 
shidd for best computer 
enhanced gante However, Ihe 
]udges probably wished to appear 
ynbiased a nd Iheeventual winners 
were tl-ie Tactical Group who also 
put on a good display with a night 
attack on Fylmgdales Early Warn- 
irigRaQann North Vo'hsh ire. All the 
terrain and models were painted in 
various shades of rod as they 
would appear through an infra-red 
night sight. TTis game was run mine 
limes during the show with, four or 
live members ol the public controV 
ling [hhe Soviets and the British 
being moved by the umpires. The 
defenders (the RAt= regiment) won 
five times 1:0 four 

The rules of the game allowed a 
map o! the table to be displayed or 
a graph show-ing each side's los- 
s^, on the screen of a sfwp 
micro. All infoimafion concerning 
gun strengths, annour thicknes- 
ses etc was contained inside the 
BASIC prograh^. These rules are 
part of Tactical Group's "PnSject 
Universal' which aims to create a 
consistent set of rules for any 
home micro, T>ie group is quite 
heavily involved in compLter 
aspect of wargaming and more 
derails about their activrties can be 
obtained from Sean IfloBtetson at 
Z2AP'e4, 

There were many more conven- 
tional stands at Salute dealing with 
the traditional ^idl^ ot the hobby. 
Salute QTwill beheld in Ihe seme 
place again m early ApTll. I hope 
that It will continue to provide an 
Inlaresting day out for any military 
erthusiasi. Whatever happens in 
future coriventionsH the presence 
of computers is likely to have an 
even greater Influence.
